OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack AM/FM Stereo Portable 
Radio is perfect for your active lifestyie. The 
easy-to-use controis make it simpie to seiect 
AM, FM or FM stereo, adjust the sound ievel, 
and baiance the sound from the two buiit-in 
speakers. 

Other features inciude: 

Built-in AM Antenna and FM Telescoping 
Antenna — provide excelient reception. 

Portable Design with Fixed Handle — 

makes it easy to carry so you can iisten to 
your favorite music anywhere you go. 

Stereo Headphone Jack — lets you con- 
nect headphones (not supplied) to the radio 
for private listening. 

FCC INFORMATION 

The portable radio complies with the limits as 
specified in Part 15 of FCC Rules. These lim- 
its provide reasonable protection against ra- 
dio and TV interference in a residential area. 
However, this radio might cause interference 
on your TV’s or other radio’s receiver, even 
when it is operating properly. 

To eliminate interference, try one or more of 
the following. 

• Reorient or relocate the receiving anten- 
nas. 

• Increase the distance between this radio 
and the other radio or TV. 

• Use outlets on different electrical circuits 
for this radio and the other radio or TV. 


Consult your local RadioShack store or an 
experienced radio/TV technician if the prob- 
lem still exists. If you cannot eliminate the in- 
terference, the FCC requires that you stop 
using your radio. 

CONNECTING POWER 

Using Internal Battery Power 

Your radio requires four C batteries (not sup- 
plied) for power. For best performance and 
longest life, we recommend RadioShack al- 
kaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, differ- 
ent types of batteries (standard or alka- 
line). 

• If you do not plan to use the radio for a 
month or more, remove the batteries. 
Never leave dead, old, or weak batteries 
in the radio. Batteries can leak chemi- 
cals and corrode and damage electronic 
circuits. 

1 . Push the latches on the battery compart- 
ment cover in the direction of the 
arrows, then lift off the cover. 

2. Place the batteries in the compartment 
as indicated by the polarity symbols (-i- 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover. 
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When the radio stops operating properiy, re- 3. Insert the adapter’s barrei plug into the 
piace the batteries. radio’s DC 6V jack. 


Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptiy 
and properiy. Do not burn or bury them. 


Using AC or DC Power 



You can power the radio using an optionai 6V, 
250-mA AC or DC adapter and a size M 
Adaptapiug™ adapter (neither suppiied). Both 
are avaiiabie at your iocai RadioShack store. 
For best performance, we recommend a 
RadioShack 273-1810 DC adapter. 

Cautions: 


You must use a power source 
(Ciass 2 for AC) that suppiies 
6V DC and deiivers at ieast 250 
mA. Its center tip must be set to positive 
and its piug must fit the radio's DC 6V 
jack. Using an adapter that does not meet 
these specifications couid damage the 
radio or the adapter. 


Aiways connect the AC or DC adapter to 
the radio before you connect it to AC or 
DC power. When you finish, disconnect 
the adapter from AC or DC power before 
you disconnect it from the radio. 


4. Piug the adapter into a vehicie’s cigarette 
iighter socket. If using AC power, plug the 
adapter into an AC outiet. 

Note: Connecting an AC or DC adapter auto- 
maticaiiy disconnects internai battery power. 


PLAYING THE RADIO 



1 . Set VOLUME to its iowest setting. 

2. Press POWER to turn on the radio. 


3. Set BAND AM/FM/FM ST to the desired 
band. 

Note: For stereo sound on FM stations, 

set BAND AM/FM/FM ST to FM ST. 

4. Rotate TUNING to the desired station. 

5. Adjust VOLUME to a comfortabie iistening 
ievei. 

6. Adjust BALANCE LEFT/RIGHT as desired 
to baiance the sound between the ieft 
and right speakers. 

7. Press POWER again to turn off the radio. 


1 . Set the adapter’s voitage switch to 6V. 


2. Insert the Adaptaplug’s twin connectors 
into the adapter cord’s smaiier end so it 
reads TIP -i- PCS. 
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Notes: 

• The AM antenna is built-in. Rotate the 
radio to improve AM reception. 

• For best FM reception, fully extend the 
telescoping antenna. 

• When you tune to an FM stereo station 
with the band switch set to FM ST, the FM 
stereo indicator steadily lights. 

• To Improve reception for weak FM stereo 
stations, set the band switch to FM. The 
sound is monaural, but the reception 
Improves. 

CONNECTING HEADPHONES 

To listen to the radio in privacy, you can con- 
nect a pair of stereo headphones. Your local 
RadioShack store sells a wide selection of 
stereo headphones. 

Listening Safety 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume 
levels. Extended hIgh-volume listening 
can lead to permanent hearing loss. To 
protect your hearing, follow these guide- 
lines when you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting 
before you begin listening. 

• After you begin listening, adjust the vol- 
ume to a comfortable level. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase 
it. Over time, your ears adapt to the vol- 
ume level, so a volume level that does 
not cause discomfort might still damage 
your hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones while operating a 
motor vehicle or riding a bicycle. This can 
cause a traffic hazard and is illegal In some 
areas. 


Even though some headphones are designed 
to let you hear outside sounds when listening 
at normal volume level, they still present a 
traffic hazard. 

CARE 

To enjoy your AM/FM Stereo Portable Radio 
for a long time: 

• Keep the radio dry. If It gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. 

• Use and store the radio only In normal 
temperature environments. 

• Flandle the radio gently and carefully. Do 
not drop It. 

• Keep the radio away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the radio with a damp cloth occa- 
sionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the radio’s inter- 
nal components can cause a malfunction and 
might invalidate its warranty and void your 
FCC authorization to operate it. If your radio is 
not performing as it should, take it to your lo- 
cal RadioShack store for assistance.
